„ who is above all Prificipalities and Powers, for this un- 
« Jeniably would be taking of his Name in vain. 
Anſw. Fames' directed the Believers, if any were Sick 
among them, to call for the Elders of the Church, and le 
them Pray over bim, anointing him with Oil in the Name of 
the Lord, Jam. 5. 13. And yet anointing the Sick wit 
the Oil, tho' performed in the Name of the Lord, is a 
indifferent Thing, there being no Command from Chri 
ſo to do; neither doth any Pyoteſtant Church that I knou

Pentecaft came on them in a plentiful manner, whereby 
they were made able Minifters of the new Teſtament, 
and did in the Courſe of their Miniſtry not only work 
Miracles, but inſtrumentally miniſtred the Spirit alſo as 
is clear from Gal. 3. 5. But how the ſole Power of 
Preaching the Goſpel came to be inveſted in Man, as my 
Friend Zenks's Words imply) he hath not yet told us, nor 
I believe ever can; for tho' they were made able Mini- 
ſters of the new Teſtament, and of the Spirit alſo, yet 
they bad no Sufficiency of themſelves, but what they had 
was of God; and tho' they had it in their Earthen Veſſels 
as a Treaſure, yet the Excellency of the Power was of 
God, and not of them; for as Chriſt had all Power both 
in Heaven and in Earth committed unto him, ſo there it 
remains till, and will do for ever, and ever; and yet at 
his Pleaſure, he communicates thereof ſufficient, to 
enable his Miniſters to Teach, and thereby to Baptize 
thoſe that receive the Goſpel. J. F. in Page 2c. ſays, 
in relation to what I ſaid, in Page 22. viz. © Moreover, 
* Paul tells Timothy to ſtir up the Gift of God which is in 
« thee, by the Putting on of my Hands; to which ſays 
& F. F. J hope the Reader will have the Wiſdom, as to 
tt obſerve, that Paul himſelf, calls the Gift which he,

* upon the Samaritans; ” from which Acknowledg- 
ment of his, it is plain, he doth not deny, but that 
the Apoſtles were Inſtrumental in Baptizing with the 


Holy Ghoſt ; for the Samaritans receiving the Holy Ghoſt, 


was a being Baprized with it, which he had granted the 
Apoltles were inſtrumental in; ſo that at laſt he hath 
granted my Argument, notwithſtanding all his Cavils a- 
. "Aj it, which I am glad of, for the Sake of my Rea- 
ers, that ey way ſee that what he hath ſo long oppo- 
ſed, (viz. the Diſciples Baptizing with the Holy Ghoſt) 
he hath now in Effect conſented to; but if upon Reading 
this, 7. 7. ſhould ſay, he only granted that the Apoſtles 
were Inſtrumental of Believers receiving ſpiritual Gifts, 
and that God was the Giver of them; to which J anſwer, 
ſo ſay I too, that they were but ' Inſtruments, both in 
preaching the Goſpel, and Baptizing with the Holy Spi- 
rit. But if J. J. ſhould further object, that tho! the 
Apoſtles were Inſtrumental in Believers receiving the Ho- 
Iy Ghoſt, by their Prayer and Lay ing on of Hands; yet it 
don't from thence follow, that they were Inſtrumental of 
Believers receiving the Holy Ghoſt by their Preaching, 
and that is what he oppoſes in me. To which 1 Reply, 
that I have in the former Part of this Book, ſhewn fro 
Acre 4. 24. to 31. that the Apoſtles Prayers were attend- 
ed with excellent Teaching; ſo that if they were Inſtru- 
mental in Believers receiving the Holy Ghoſt, (as my 


Friend 7. J. grants they were) then the Apoſtles anſwer- ; 


ed the Command, Teach all Nations, Baptizing them into 
the Name of the Father, &c. But to proceed, J. J. in 
Cane 34. ſays, © Now if that which W. W. has with 
* Confidence affirmed, were true, "(vis. that the py 9 
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* which Chriſt Commanded, Mar. 28. 19. were con- 
e tained in the Teaching, and not ſeparate, and that it 
© was the Baptiſm of the Holy Ghoſt: Then Perer, not- 
“ withſtanding the plain Directions the Lord had given 
him for his Proceeding, and his being ſo wonderfully 
ce filled with the Holy Ghoſt, which was to lead him in- 
* to all Truth, was dHobedient to that Command of 
« Chriſt, and did not Teach the 7ews (i. e. in the 2d of 
« As) according thereunto; for it is evident that they 
* were not Baptized: with the Holy Ghoſt by Prrer's 
Teaching, neither did they receive the Holy Ghoſt, un- 


“till ſome Days after. 


Anſw. And how doth J. J. know that the three Thou- 
ſand Perſons which were added to the Apoſtles, mention- 
ed in Aﬀs 2. 41. were not Baptized with the Holy Ghoſt, 
by Peter's Teaching; I am ſure he hath not learnt this out 
of the Holy Scriptures. And yet he finds great Fault 
with me in his Page 37. for ſaying it was the Practice of 
the Fews in initiating their Proſelytes to Baptize them in 
Water, ſaying, had I intended that any ſhould believe 
me, I ſhould have quored the Scripture, which ſo declar- 
ed it, if there be any ſuch; but if there be none, then 1 
am the Man who impoſe on my Reader, c. But that 
perhaps may be an Impoſition on the Readers, from I. IV. 
which will not be ſo from F. F. atleaſt in his own Judg- 
ment. But to return to thoſe three Thouſand, which 
were added to the Apoſtles, according to Ads 2. 41. if 
they were added to the Church, then they were Bapti- 
zed with the Holy Ghoſt, as is plain, from 1 Cor. 12. 12, 
13. Where the Apoſtle faith, of all rhe Members of the 
Body or Church of Chriſt, that by one Spirit they were 


'E Baptized into one Body; whether they were Jews or Gen- 


tiles, whether Bond or Free; from whence it is evident, 
that all who were truly initiated into the Church, came 
in by the Baptiſm of the Holy Spirit; and that thoſe 
three Thouſand, mentioned As 2, 41. were added to 
the Church, that very Day when. Perer Preached to them 
is alſo evident from the Text; for that ſaith, they were 
added to the Apoſtles, who at that Time were the 


Church 
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Church of Chriſt, therefore they were Baptized with the 
Holy Ghoſt, by which Members ate only brought into 
that Holy Body of which Chriſt is Head; ſo that it 
don't follow, from what 1 have ſaid, as F. J. infinuates, 
that Peter was diſobedient to the Command of Chrift, in 
not Teaching the 7ews according thereunto, as he hath 
aſſer ted, but not proved; for tho when they wete prick- 
ed in their Heart, and faid unto the Apoſtles, what ſhall 
we do; Peter anſwered, Repent and be Baptized, every 
one of you, in the Name of Piſs Chriſt, for the Remiſſion 
of Sins, and ye ſhall receive the Gift of the Holy Ghoſt. 
Yet that does not in the leaft prove, but that the Holy 
Ghoſt, which he there told them they ſhould receive upon 
 _ their Repentance, &c. was given them that ſame Day, 
upon their Repentance, and cloſeing with thoſe many 
Words by which Frter exhorted them. In Page 35. J. 7. 
fays, © And to deny Water Baptiſm, to be'the Baptiſm 
* which Chriſt Commanded, (as W. W. hath done) is 
< not only an implicit Charge upon Peter, of Preaching 
* up a Baptiſm diſtinct from that which Chriſt com- 
e manded him; but alſo a great Reflection upon the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt; that inſtead of leading Peter into all Truth, 
“ (as Chriſt had promiſed) lead him to diſobey Chriſt's 
„ Command. 3 | 
Anſw. 1 have not charged Perer of Preaching up a Bap- 
tiſm diftin& from that which Chriſt Commanded ; yet if 
at any Time he Preached up Water Baptiſm, that was no 
more than Faul practiſed, and that without any Com- 
mand from Chuff, as is clear from his own Words, 1 Cor. 
x. 17. But if Water Baptiſm be a diſtin& Baptiſm 
from the Baptiſm of the Holy Ghoſt, as 7. J. ſeems to al- 
-low, in the above cited paſſages, then it follows, that Wa- 
ter Baptiſm is not one Part, and the Holy Ghoſt Baptiſm the 
other, of the one Baptiſm ſpoken off, in Eph. 4. 15. but 
there was then in the Church one Baptiſm, as there was 
one Lord, and one Faith, and that N the Baptiſm of 
the Spirit, for by that they were all Baptized into one 
a 1 Cor. 12. 13. Therefore Water Baptiſm is no 
Art of that one Baptiſm which * -

they ſhould call for the Elders of 5 Church, an 
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Church at Epbeſ7is. But as fot his aſſerting, . tne to de- 
ny Water Baptiſm to be the Baptiſm which Chriſt Command 
ed, as a great Reflection on the Holy Ghoſt, that inſlead of it's 
leading Peter into all Trith, led him to diſobey Chriſt's 
Commands : As I deny the Conſequence, ſo alſo I abhor 
the Suggeſtion : For what if Peter, at Times, permitted 
or preached up Water Bapriftm, and that without any 
Command ſo to do; will that be any Reflection on the 
Holy Ghoſt, any more than lis compelling the Gentiles to 
live, as did the Fews ? as is clear he did, Ga/. 2. 14. And 
tho! the Holy Spirit leads all that follow it into all Truth; 
yet if ft any Time, Men leave its Guidance, and follow 
their own Spirits, and thereby run into that which is not 
agreeable to the Goſpel Difpenſation, it is no Reflection 
upon the Spirit of Truth, ſeeing that never leads into any 
Thing but Truth, but is a Reprover of all Error and un- 
truth; but I don't ſay that, becauſe ſome of the Diſciples 
at certain Times, did comply with the then Weakneſs 
and Infancy of ſome in the Church, even to condeſcend to 
Baptize them with Water, that therein they ſinned; nei- 
ther do I believe Pauls Circumciſing Timothy, or going in- 
to the Temple to Purify himſelf with thoſe who had a 
Vow on them, was a Sin; yet neither of thefe, nor Water 
Baptiſm, are from thoſe Examples of the Apoſtles, to be 
admitted amonegft Chriſtians at this Day, ſeeing it does 
not appear they had any Command from Chrilt for the 
Performance thereof; tho' for the Weakneſs of ſome in 
the Church, they were complied with. In Page 36. . J. 
ſays, © but it is clear, that Water Baptiſm was that 
4 which the Lord Commanded, and that Perer durft not 
« to have exhorted them to be Baptized in the Name of 
« Jeſus Chriſt, if he had not had a Command ſo to do; 
« for that would have been a Sin, as hath been minded. 
 Anſw. To fay, it's clear Water Baptiſm was that 
which the Lord Commanded, becauſe rer Commanded 
it to be Practiſed in the Name of the Lord, or Lord Je- 
ſus, is no ttue Way of Arguing, any more than to ſay, 
becauſe James exhorted if any were Sick Among Believers, 
they ſhonlil 


Pray 
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Pray over him, Anointing him with Oil, in the Name of the 
Lord: That therefore Anointing the Sick with Oil, in 
the Name of the Lord, was a Command of Chriſt; to 
continue in the Church, is an inconcluſive abſurd Way of 
Arguing : But to ſay it would have been a Sin in Peter, 
in Commanding them to be Baptized with Water, in the 
Name of the Lord, if he had not had a Command from 
the Lord ſo to do, is more than the Aſſerter can prove; 
for thoſe Pau! Baptized with Water, were Baptized in 
the Name of the Lord, according to F. Js Confeſſion, in 
his Page 51. and that Faul had no Command from 
Chriſt to adminiſter Water Baptiſm, is clear from his 
own Words, in 1 Cor.

I have cited him ſo far Verbatim, to ſhew my 
Readers, that there's not one Syllable of Proof, from one 
End of it to, the Other, to prove what he aſſerts, he 
will prove by it, v:z2. that what they call the Lord's 
Supper was 2 Supper Diftin&t from the Paſſover, but 
every one Which will believe Mat. who was then with 
Chriſt at the Paſſover, (and an Eye and Eare Witneſs to 
what was done) may be fully Aſſured that it was the 


Paſſover, and nothing elſe that he Eat with his Diſci- 
ples, for which take his own Words, Mat. 26. 19, 20, 


21. And the Diſciples did as Feſus appointed them, and 
they made ready the Paſſover, now when the even was come, 
he ſat down with the Twelve, and as they Eat, he ſaid, 
Nc. Verſe 26. and as they were Eating, (mark as they 
were Eating and not afterwards) 7eſus took Bread, and 
Bleſſed it, and Break it, and gave it to the Diſciples, and 
ſaid, Take, Eat, this is my Body, Verſe 27, 28. And be 
rook the Cup and gave Thanks, and gave it unto them, Sa 

ing, Drink ye all of it, for this is my Blood of the new Te- 


ſtament, which is ſhed for many for the Remiſſion of Sins,* 


From whence it is clear, as any Thing the Evangeliſt 
wrote can be in my Judgment, that it was nothing elſe 
but* the Paſſover; for he doth not fay as J. F. doth, 
that the Supper of the Paſſover was ended, and then 
Jeſus took Bread, &c. But on the Contrary he ſaith, as 
they were Eating the Paſſover, (and not afterwards) Je- 
ſus took Bread, ©. ſo that they never ſtop'd or left of, 
after they began, untill they had Eaten, what he there 
called his Body, from whence it is Manifeſt, the whole 


was but one Supper, and no more, and that one Supper 


was the Paſſover, and Mark follows Mathew in chap. 1 


r8. to 25. directly Verbatim, ſo that he fully Witneſſes, the 


Whole of what Mathew hath faid, on that Head; which 
two Witneſſes, I hope may be of Sufficient Credit, ro

as a Few, and inſormed them of its right Uſe, which was

being Spiritually come, before another Year came about, 
they therefore had no Time allowed to perform what 
they were commanded ; therefore . /. muſt be in the 


Wrong, in what he hath aſſerted: But perhaps my 


Friend Jens forgot that they had then Time to perform 
it, when Chriſt commanded them to do that in Remem- 
brance of him, ſurely they were then Eating the Paſſover, 
and therefore had Time allowed them at thar very Inſtant, 
to perform what Chriſt commanded them; but he never 
commanded them to do the like the enſuing Year ; much 
leſs to perform it Yearly to the End of the World, or till 
Chriſt ſhould come to Judgment ; ſuch . Whims, I con- 
ceive, were brought forth in the dark Night of Igno- 
rance and Apoſtacy; but tho' there was no Command lor 
its Continuance, yet the Apoſtle might permit the weak 
and carnal Corinthians to Practiſe it, in this their weak and 
childiſh State, as he alſo condeſcended to the weak in 
Circumciſing Timothy, and to be at Charges with them, 
who had a Vow on them, untill an offering ſhould 
be offered for every one of them; theſe Things were done 
without any Command from Chriſt, as was Fuul's permit- 
ing the weak Corinthians, to Eat in Remembrance of 
Chriſt's Death. In Page 62. 63. F. FJ. faith, © I ob- 
e ſerve that the ſame Lord that died, the ſame Lord's

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& as clear as the Light, that it is the ſecond Perfonal 
é coming of the Lord, which the Apoſtle has reference 
to, when he ſays, ye ſbeto the Lord's Death till be come. 
Anſw, Here my Opponent hath taken a great Deal of 
Pains to divide Chriſt, and to make the Man Chriſt Je- 
ſus, who ſuffered for the Sins of the World, without 
the Gates of Feruſalem, and Chriſt in the Gentiles, the 
Hope of Glory two Chriſt's, or el ſe all his Labour in this 
Place is of no Signification; for Chriſt is not divided, 
but is the ſame Yeſterday, to Day, and for Fever. Heb, 
12. 8. And it is the ſame Chriſt, and the ſame Lord, 
who was put to Death in the Fleſh, and quickened b 
the Spirit, that PA in 1 Cor. 15. 45. calls the la 
Adam (which faith he) was made a quickening Spirit; 
and in Verſe 47. rhe fecond Man is the Lord from Heaven; 
from whence I obſerve, that the ſame Lord who was 
put to Death in the Fleſh, and quickened by the Spirit, 
whoſe Death the Corinthians ſhewed when they, Eat in 
Remembrance of him, is the very ſame Lord, and no 
other, whom Paul in 1 Cor. 15. 47. calls the Lord from 
Heaven who is a quickening Spirit, Verſe 45. and it ts 
the ſame he, and not another, that the Apoſtle in 1 Cor. 
11. 26. hath xelation to, when he faith, ye do ſbew the 
Lord's Death till be come: Which coming is Spiritual, 
the Lord from Heaven, the quickening Spirit; and as for 
his mentioning here and in divers other Places, of his 
Book, Chriſt (or the Lord's) ſecond perſonal coming, 
that is meant in 1 Cor. 11. 26. and in Heb. 9. 28. Cc. 
I may ſay once for all, that the Holy Seriptures from one 
End to the other, are altogether Silent of any ſuch Com- 
ing, and therefore it deſerves no other Anſwer than to be 
Denved as Unſcriprural, conſequently remains for him to 
prove.

ing to his People, was its Antirype to them; and that 
therefore it was to ceaſe: in Point of Obligation, when he 
was ſo come, was no more than what Paul's Words im- 
ply, in 1 Cor. 11. 26. in the afore cited 62d Page of my 
Friend 7enks's Book, he ſaith, * When he (i. e. the Lord 
* Teſus) gave forth the Commaud to his Diſciples, to do 
* this in Remembrance of himſelf, he gave it forth with- 
* out Limitation of Time, he reſerving that in his own 
© Power; to which I Anſwer, then it was not accord- 
ing to this Confeſſion, to continue a ſtanding Ordinance in 


the Church, until Chriſt's ſecond Perſonal coming, as 


J. J. hath many Times aſſerted; nor yer to remain to 
all future Ages of the Church; but Chriſt having reſerv- 
ed the Time of its Continuance in his own Power, might 
at his Pleaſure in a few Weeks, put an End to it, and 
bring his People to its Antitype, to wit himſelf, in his. 
ſpiritua! Appearance, that by Feedingonſ him the true 
Bread, their Souls might be nouriſhed up to eternal Life; 
and how doth my Friend Jene know, (ſeeing as afore it 
was not limitted by Chriſt, when he gave that Command 
to continue any certain Time in the Church, he reſerving. 
the Time of its continuance in his own Power) bur this 
of the Putting an end to the Paſſover, and bringing his. 
Diſciples and Followers to the Subſtance, rogether with 
putting an End to the outward Circumciſion, and bring- 
ing his People to the inward, were not Some of thoſe ma- 
ny Things Chriſt ſaid in Foh. 15. 12. he had yet to tay. 
to his Diſciples, which they were not then able to bear, 
Verſe 11. Howbeir, when the Spirit of Truth is come, he 


ſhall Guide you into all Truth. This was to be followed not 


only then, but now alſo; and we cannot bur magnify 
Almighty God, through his Son our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 


who by this Spirit of Truth, 8 our Intellects, to un-

Reply, Firſt, that the Corinthian Church, at the Time 
when Pau! wrote his firſt Epiſtle to them, was in a Weak 
and Childiſh State, I ſuppoſe will not be Denied; bur if 
it ſhould, it is eaſily proved by Paul, 1 Cor. 3. 1, my And T 
Brethren, would not ſpeak unto you as wnto Spiritual, but 
as unto Carnal, even as unto Babes in Chriſt , I have Fed 
you with Milk and not with Meat, for hitherto ye were not 
able to bear it, neither yet are ye able, for ye are yer Carnat, 
. conſequently not ſpiritual. Chap. 5. 1. 2. It 7s reported 
commonly, that there 1s Fornication amongſt you, and ſuch 
Fornication as is not ſo eftmucFNamed amongſt the Gen. 
tiles, that one ſhould have his Fathers Hife; and he are 
puffed up, and have not rather Mourned, that he that hath 
done this Deed, might be taken away from amongſt you. 
Chap. 11. 17, 18. Now in this that I declare unto you, 1 
Praiſe you not, that you come together nor for the better, 
but for the worſe ; fr firſt of all, toben ye come together in 
rhe Church, I here that there be Diviſions among you, and 1 
partly believe it. Doth it not hence appear they were 
in a Weak and Childiſh State, tho' ſome of the ſame 
Church ar Corinth were Baptized with the Holy Ghoſt, 
(for I never ſaid they univerſally were;jis clear from the fame 
Text, in 1 Cor.
